be suggested to employers and

ployes as a friendly guids and to the 
national law makers as a beacon light 
to legislative enactments. 


Interest therefore has been created 


anew in a similar work performed here 
last spring by a committee of nation- 
ally prc.-.ninent men. especially chosen 
by 
the United 
States ' chamber o£ 


commerce "to 
formulate 
principles 


which it believed should be applied 
between employers 
and 
employed," 


with a view towards securing indus- 
trial peace. 


Now that the president of the Unit- 


ed States is about; to appoint a similar 
committee, or conference, also of rep- 
resentative Americans and with al- 
most identical instructions^*ttre~'"'n'nd- 
ings of the other committee become 
more than timely. They may be con- 
sidered as an index, at least, to the 
general trend o fthe coming confer- 
ence here. 


The committee's principles of 
in- 


dustrial relations follow: 


1—Industrial.enterprise, (as a source 


of livelihood for both employer 
and 


employes, should be so conducted that 
clue consideration Is given to the situ- 
ation of all persons depending upon it. 


2—The public interest requires ad- 


justment of industrial relations 
by 


peaceful methods. 


3—^Regularity and continuity of em-
